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The Driving of Texas Cattle in Early Days 


After the Civil War conditions 
in Texas were vastly different 
from conditions in other states of 
the South. No devastating arm- 
ies had crossed and recrossed her 
borders. There had been little of 
pillage and carnage and burning. 
In spite of the troops stationed at 
various forts to hold the savages 
back, Indians had troubled the 
western outskirts of occupancy, but even considering this the State 
was in a more proserous condition than the remainder of the South. 
The men had been in service but the women and children had re- 
mained at home to husband the family resources. These women and 
children had not been, as a class, the pampered aristocrats of the 
main South but had been frontier-folk who had worked and suffer- 
ed and saved that the head of the household might find somewhat 
with which to start life anew on his return. And thus it was that 
when the war was ended, Texas found it- 
self with vast herds of fat cattle that

tect a herd in a direct northern 
drive. It would entail danger and 
expense that must be obviated in 
some manner. Then it was that 
Charles Goodnight, now famed as 
an experimenter in cattle breeding 
and living at the town of Good- 
night in the Texas Panhandle, re- 
membered the old saying that 
sometimes the longest way ’round 
is the shortest way home. He decided to reduce possibilities of con- 
flict by encircling the danger belt and reaching the markets by 
“roundance” as do boys in playing marbles. 

Years before, Mr. Goodnight had started in the cattle business 
almost by accident, lured by the stories of the fortunes being made 
in California, and moved by the unrest of youth, he and a compan- 
ion, J. W. Sheek, had started westward. Their wagon, bull-team 
and three. horses, constituted an unusual equipment for those days. 
They were young, they were free, they 
were westward-bound. What wonder that

roamed over limitless ranges of free grass 
in a climate ideal for cattle production. 
And these same cattle proved to be em- 
barrassing riches since there was no mar- 
ket for them and the yearly increase was 
alarmingly great. 

At this time the government had sta- - 
tioned all along through the West, out- 
posts for the protection of the people and 
the subjugation of the Indians. In Kan- 
sas and Nebraska there were a number 
of these forts and these government 
soldiers had to be fed. At last a student 
of conditions did some concrete thinking. 
In Kansas there was the demand; in Tex- 
as there was the supply; the problem was, 
how may the supply be brought to the 
ultimate consumer? 

At this time there was in Texas only 
a few hundred miles of railroad, short 
ends of the Galveston, Harrisburg and 
San Antonio and of the Houston and 
Texas Central, all being down in the 
southeastern section of the State. The 
possibility and the need of a railroad 
being built in the West seemed a long 
way in the future. There was but one 
way to market the hordes of cattle in 
Texas; it was for each enterprising ani- 
mal to take himself to market and thus

they were happy and hopeful? The start 
was made in good faith and youthful en- 
thusiasm, yet chance turned them back. 
Their California venture was abandoned. 

Wandering idly through McLennan 
county, fifteen miles from the village of 
Maco, they came into association with 
Claiborne Varney, who owned a herd of 
cattle. A trade was made by the terms 
of which the boys were to take the cattle 
and herd them anywhere they chose for 
one-fourth of the increase. Gathering to- 
gether the cattle around the head of 
White Rock Creek, they started west, 
spending the winter of 1856 in what is 
now Johnson county, near the present 
town of Cleburne. In 1857 they moved 
north into Palo Pinto County and struck 
camp in the beautiful valley of the Keechi 
Creek. Here the permanent headquar- 
ters of the “C. V.s” was established, Mr. 
Goodnight keeping this brand until many 
years later when in the Palo Duro Can- 
yon in the Panhandle of Texas he made 
the J. A. brand nation-wide in its prom- 
inence.

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AMERICAN CATTLE FOR THE EMPTY MEXICAN RANGES; 
NATURAL FLOW OF CATTLE HAS REVERSED. 


The following item taken from the September number of The 
Cattleman, official publication for the Texas and Southwestern 
Cattle Raisers Association, is self explanatory and is presented at 
this time for the consideration of Journal readers: 

“A barometer on Mexican conditions may be the recent strong 
movements of American cattle across the border at Nuevo Laredo. 
Approximately 3,200 head destined to the depleted Mexican ranges 
and empty slaughter houses entered that country in July. Such a 
large movement of American cattle to Mexico in one month is a 
record for that point, since the cattle movements in recent years 
have all been the other way. According to Consul Harry L. Walsh, 
Nuevo Laredo, the Mexican cattle supply in the country as a whole 
would seem far below normal, in view of the drain on the ranges 
for the last five years. with no offsetting, breeding or restocking. 
This understocked condition is further borne out by recent importa- 
tions of Argentina animals for slaughtering.”

The American Royal Building Completed. 


Ten steps from your limousine or coupe and you are in the 
main arena of the new American Royal Live Stock Exposition build. 
ing now complete in the stock ‘yards at Kansas City, Mo. When one 
leaves his or her automobile on the Twenty-third and Wyoming 
streets concourse under an ornate canopy, it is to enter a lobby, fin- 
ished in Flemish and hollow tiles, made at Lawrence, Kansas, and 
the concrete pavement that surfaces the concourse, and which is the 
roof of an extensive annex to the new American Royal building, 
came from cement made at Sugar Creek, Mo. 

The prismatic window panes that make the interior of the new 
American Royal building at the stock yards, came from a Missouri 
window glass factory, made of Missouri sand. 

It is very interesting to know just how much material has been 
used in erecting the new American Royal building, now roofed 
over, and enclosed with hollow tile, steel sash and prismatic glass. 
It took ten cars of hollow tile or 60,000 individual tiles to enclose the 
building and to finish the lobbies. Three car loads of prismatic 
glass are used in lighting the structure, or 17,000 panes, 14 by 20 
inches in area. Three car loads of steel sash, with an area of 
142,000 square feet have been used for the window sash. 

Thirty car loads of lumber have been used in the structure, 
which is virtually a steel and concrete one at that, as 10,000 cubic 
yards of cement and 150 tons of steel have been used in the 
construction. Nine miles of treated piles were driven for 
the foundations for this structure that has a main_ build- 
ing 425 feet long and 220 feet wide, two stories high, and the annex, 
for live stock storage, and which is 260 by 220 feet in area, two 
stories high. The total floor space of the building, with that under 
the concourse where automobiles will unload, is more than seyenteen 
acres. The concourse annex, concrete and steel, will house the 
night horse show horses, and is 100 by 170 feet in area and two 
stories high. 

The arena proper is 225 by 125 feet in area in the clear. The 
main automobile and street car entrance will be on the concourse 
at Twenty-third and Wyoming streets. There is a 30-foot lobby be- 
tween the front doors and the vast arena space. The concourse 


where the main entrance is located, has a “well” in the triangular 
space given over to it. Down this “well” street car traffic will be 
diverted to enter the huge pavilion on the mezzanine floor level 
Thus street car and automobile traffic will not mingle either m e™ 
tering or leaving the building.

Mr. Lally has had 
some sad and expensive experiénce during 
the last year, the first incident being the 
loss of his nearly new $2,000 automobile by 
theft from his garage. The machine dis- 
appeared one night and was never again 
heard from. The second visitation of the 
destructive evil occurred on September 4th 
of this year when his barn burned to the 
ground, the fire consuming also thirty tons 
of hay, four hundred bushels of oats and 
all the harness and some machinery. The 
live stock was saved but Mr. Lally was pret-. 
ty badly scorched himself in getting the 
horses out of the burning building. There 
was a small amount of insurance but quite 
insufficient to cover the loss. A new barn 
30x60 feet in size has just been completed 
and Journal readers will hope that Mr. Lal- 
ly’s luck will change for the better.

= c. Woening street side of the build- 
ing there will be two entrances, one at the 
main floor level and the other at the ground 
floor level, each equipped with ticket offices. 
A huge space on the Wyoming street side, 
between the building and the Wyoming 
street approach to the Twenty-third street 
viaduct, will be paved for automobile park- 
ing, except a 12-foot strip along the east 
side which will be left open for the exercis- 
ing of night show and draft horses. 
The heating system for the new building 
is another unique feature, as 20,000,000 cubic 
feet of air will be taken into the building and 
discharged, every two hours. Coming down 
from the roof these 20,000,000 cubic feet of 
air will pass over 20 steel furnaces heated 
to 250 degrees by oil burners. It will leave 
the “hot room” in big steel ducts moving at 
the rate of 1,500 feet a minute, propelled by 
electrically driven fans. As the various out- 
let registers are reached by the air in its 
mad rush from the “hot room” it will slow 
down to 150 feet a minute and then burst 
out through the registers into the different 
compartments of the structure, and will rise 
to the roof where 20 high speed fans will 
draw it out of the building. 

There are club rooms for the live stock 
exhibitors, offices for the breed association, 
shower baths and locker and library, club 
rooms for the live stock attendants and 
herds, wash rooms and racks for the live 
stock and beauty parlors where the poultry 
will be preened for exhibition. There are 
other notable features of the new building 
now complete. The American Royal dates 
are November 19 to 25. The railroads have 
granted a round trip rate and one-third fares 
for the 1922 American Royal.

The Driving of Texas Cattle in Early Days. 
(Continued from page 3) 
to live. They were on the borderlands of 
civilization in those days. Beyond the wes- 
tern cross timbers was outer darkness, peo- 
pled with Indians. Fort Belknap in Young 
County, Fort Griffin in Shackelford, Camp 
Cooper and Camp Colorado, formed the wes- 
tern boundary of habitation. These people 
in the outskirts needed provisions and am- 
munition. Mr. Goodnight took the one team 
owned by the company and began freighting 
from Bryan and Houston to the frontier. 
Later on they bought two other teams and 
started a freight line while waiting for their 
share of the increase of the cattle. 

Today railroads follow the paths that 
those boys followed, automobile roads paral- 
lel the raliroads, and over both buzz busy 
aeroplanes, darting swifter than the swallow 
flies. But neither railroads nor automobiles 
nor aeroplanes are more needed nor serve 
their generation better than did those slow- 
plodding wagons of the two boys who made 
life for the frontiersman not only pleasant 
but possible, those frontiersmen who suffer- 
ed that we today might live in comfort. 

The CV headquarters were located by Mr. 
Goodnight in Keechi Valley at Black Springs, 
so called because its limpid waters bubbled 
from a coffee mill of black sediment. Since 
these men did not run from the Indians and 
since the improvements took on a look of 
permanency, other families gathered about 
for protection and a small settlement was 
formed, a settlement that still exists. 

In 1864, Mr. Goodnight went back to Palo 
Pinto County to get more cattle and left a 
widow who was keeping house for him, Mrs. 
Mills and her children. Just the day before 
his return, the “Indian raid on Elm Creek” 
took place. Mr. Goodnight found that his 


was almost the only house in the valley that

was left intact, his housekeeper’s family the 
only one that had not suffered. 

Down in Palo Pinto County there was a 
cattle trader named Oliver Loving. He had 
been buying cattle for years and driving to 
eastern markets, especially to New Orleans. 
When he learned that Mr. Goodnight was 
planning a western trip he asked to join 
herds with him so that they might make the 
drive together. Gathering up a herd in Park- 
er County, he joined Mr. Goodnight at 
Briggs Station, twenty miles west of Fort 
Belknap on the old Butterfield stage route. 

Here the cattle, already marked with the 
brands of their former owners, were “road- 
branded” for the trip, the Goodnight cattle 
taking a big O and the Loving cattle taking 
the brand OL, these being ever after the es- 
tablished “road-brands” of the two drovers. 
They provided *the usual equipment of a 
cook, who drove the mess wagon, a horse 
herder who cared for the horses. and sixteen 
to eighteen men who drove the cattle by day 
and divided the night into four watches, 
each watch riding around the cattle, “night- 
guarding” as it was called, being on the alert 
for any sign of disturbance from within or 
any menace from without. And, thus pre- 
pared, the united herds moved slowly to the 
southwest. 

Following them on the map it seems 
strange that they should have gone so far to 
the southwest in order to go north. Two 
reasons caused them to take this path. The 
menacing Indians north of them made a di- 
rect route’ prohibitive. Then, too, there was 
an established trail to the southwest and this 
made the first of the journey less difficult. 

Leaving old Fort Belknap they went 
southwest from one abandoned fort to an- 
other. From Fort Griffin to Camp Cooper, 
on past the ruins at Fort Phantom Hill in 
Jones County where all the wooden buildings

had been burned and the stone structures re. 
duced to the appearance of tall chimneys at 
a distance, on through Buffalo Gap to Fort 
Chadbourne, to the Middle Concho River, and 
on up the river for forty miles to the head. 
Here the road followed the dread Ninety- 
Six Mile Desert. This strip of land was well 
known in pioneer Texas history. Not one 
drop of water was to be found. The sun 
shone pitilessly. Cattle suffered; men drank 
from water barrels until the supply was ex- 
hausted, then they, too, endured the parch- 


.ing thirst of the desert regions. The mirage 


tantalized with its assurance of cooling lakes 
just beyond, lakes that could not be reached 
since they were ever moving onward. 

In the days when the stage coach had fol- 
lowed this route, cisterns had been dug at 
intervals and men had been engaged at fab- 
ulous prices by the stage contractors to keep 
them filled. From the Concho on the east 
and from the Pecos on the west, these haul- 


ers of water had plied their trade. It wasa | 


well-known fact that not one of them had 
held his position long, being murdered, each 
in his turn, by some desperado or by the In- 
dians, yet so alluring were the terms offered 
that it was an easy matter to find a man 
to take the chance of being the next victim. 
But these cisterns held no water for the 
Goodnight partv and it was a hot, dusty, 
thirsting band of men and beasts that finally 
reached the cooling waters of the Pecos at 
Horse Head Crossing. — ; 
From this place on there was no trail to 
he followed. Hundreds of miles away to the 
north there were people waiting to be fed by 
these intrepid plainsmen, but what lay be 
tween was untrod territory. It remained for 
Mr. Goodnight to blaze the way. ; 
Turning north he kept to the east side of 
the Pecos until long after his cowboys, ™

which formed the corner post of New Mexi- 
co. For miles and miles they traveled with- 
out seeing an animal for there seemed to be 
no living things along the route except liz- 
ards, rattlesnakes in terrible numbers, and 
an occasional coyote. For four hundred 
miles along the east bank there was not a 
tree, nor a bird, no sign of life, so the herds 
were thrown to the west bank and kept there 
until they reached a point below where Ros- 
well is today, and then they crossed back to 
the east bank of the river. 


After returning to the east bank of the 
Pecos, the herds went north to Bosque Gran- 
de (Big Timbers), a large clump of cotton- 
woods on the river bank. From this place 
they went to north to Bosque Redondo 
(Round Timbers), then and now known as 
Fort Sumner. After the parched stretches 
of desert territory, this land seemed marve- 
lously beautiful, with its trees and orchards 
and festoons of vines, with green things 
growing everywhere. At this time there 
were 9,000 Apaches herded there to be fed 
at the expense of the government. Beef had 
been selling at sixteen cents a pound so it 
was easy for Mr. Goodnight to dispose of his 
beef cattle at eight cents per pound. 

After this trade Mr. Goodnight and Mr. 
Loving parted company for a time, Mr. Loy- 
ing taking the stock cattle north into Colo- 
rado to Trindad, Pueblo and Denver, where 
he disposed of them to the settlers on their 
little new farms. Mr. Goodnight, with three 
men and with his money on a pack mule, 
started back to Texas to bring up another 
herd at once. In seventeen nights after they 
left Bosque Rendondo, the party was at 
Weatherford, Texas, many hundreds of miles 
away. 

Encouraged by the June drive of that 
year, Mr. Goodnight hastily gathered togeth- 
er in Young County a herd of 1,200 steers. 
Leaving Fort Belknap in December of 1866, 
he followed the same course as on his first 
drive but to this day he remembers this as 
the pleasantest drive he ever made. He had 
no accidents and lost only five head on the 
whole long drive. He waited above Bosque 
Grande at what was named Loving’s Bend of 
the Pecos for the return of Mr. Loving and 
here they established and maintained winter 
quarters which they occupied for two years. 

In 1867 Mr. Goodnight made his third 
drive, Mr. Loving going with him. This time 
the partnership stood, Loving one-half, Good- 
night and Sheek each one-fourth. Mr. Lov- 
ing had proposed the partnership after the 
first drive. Mr. Goodnight wished to take 
advantage of Mr. Loving’s experience and 
knowledge as a trader. Mr. Loving wished 
to use Mr. Goodnight’s scouting qualities, 
his knowledge of cattle, his executive ability. 
Mr. Goodnight knew Mr. Loving for what he 
was, a2 man who would not cheat, a man who 
would not brand a cow that was not clearly 
his own, a man who had a religion and lived 
up to it. Mr. Loving was so sure that Mr. 
Goodnight would play the game in absolute 
fairness that he sought the association which 
proved to be a pleasure to both men. 

The previous trips had been marked by 
absence of incidents that were not related to 
the routine care of the cattle. From Camp 
Cooper down in Texas to Fort Sumner or 
Bosque Redondo in Northern New Mexico, 
they sometimes would not see a single per- 
son. Occasionally they weuld fall in with 
a band of cattle drivers who were out of pro- 
visions. This would lead to a division that 
would reduce the Goodnight party to eating 
beef. Once they shared with a Mexican out- 
fit and another time with a Texas crew, each 
time having to live on beef the rest of the 
way. 

When asked if he met many Indians on

these trips, Mr. Goodnight most forcibly as- 
serted: ‘We didn’t meet Indians. They met 
us—in a fight.” He told of several little 
sorties along the Pecos in one of which they 
took 160 steers. 

It was the custom in driving to shorten up 
at the approach of Indians, to put the wagon 
in the tail of the herd, and to throw the 
horse herd in with the cattle. Mr. Goodnight 
said in discussing these precautions that “In- 
dians had a mighty poor taste for lead if it 
is given ’em right.” 

It was on this third drive that this state- 
ment was shown most conclusively for it was 
on this trip that the most serious encounter 
with the Indians was experienced. 

As they neared the Clear Fork of the Bra- 
zos near Camp Cooper, they noted signs of 
Indians. When night came on the savages 
stampeded the herd, driving the cattle in all 
directions. All night long and all the next 
day, the men ranged the country in their ef- 
forts to round up the cattle and to get them 
in order. Mr. Goodnight’s long years of ser- 
vice as Indian scout for the Confederate 
Army had taught him how to deal with the 
foe. Before starting out after the cattle, he 
advised Mr. Loving to move the part of the 
herd that had been regathered into Clear 
Fork Valley so that they would be ready for 
the attack that would probably come the next 
morning at day break. That night, when 
miles away, Mr. Goodnight saw fires of the 
camp, beacon lights for the enemy. Hurry- 
ing back to camp he found that Mr. Loving 
had moved camp to the least desirable place 
in the valley, a place where they could be 
seen and could not see the enemy. It was 
two in the morning. Mr. Goodnight had rid- 
den all day and night. He was too exhausted 
to refresh himself. Stamping out the fire 
and telling Mr. Loving to rouse him in two 
hours, he threw the reins of his horse to the 
ground, and tossed himself on his buffalo 
robe. The horse was too tired to move from 
him, and so man and beast sought the rest 
they so needed. Mr. Loving thought it best 
to let Mr. Goodnight sleep on until daylight, 
so when Mr. Goodnight came back to con- 
sciousness it was still dark but a darkness 
that was turned to hell. Bullets were flying 
so thick that he felt that if he raised a fin- 
ger it could not be missed. He declares that 
he tore up an acre of grass as he scratched 
around in the dark for his pistols and gun. 
Through the shots and the shouts he heard 
a command that told him that the Indians 
meant to attack the horse herds and take 
away the mounts. Mr. Goodnight ran to the 
horse herd alone, and by his maneuvers and 
rapid shooting, he evidently convinced the 
Indians that there were several defending 
this part of the camp. They departed, leav- 
ing him in’ undisputed charge. He had saved 
the horses, unaided. Daylight found them 
with some 300 head of the cattle gone and 
with one man wounded in the neck. This 
man, “Long Joe” Loving, in no wise related 
to Oliver Loving, is still living in Montague 
County to tell the story of his adventure. 

Mr. Goodnight came back and made anoth- 
er trip in ’68, this time gathering the cattle 
in Young and Palo Pinto Counties. He start- 
ed out with 3.000 head but reached Bosque 
Redondo with only 2,200. 

Mr. Goodnight now changed his tactics. 
Instead of working the lower end of the trail, 
he made his headquarters in Colorado, re- 
ceiving at Bosque Redondo various herds 
that he handled for one-fourth the profits. 
From ’69-’72 re received from John Chisholm 
of Denton, Texas, one of the cattle barons 
of the Southwest, whose “Jingle bobs” were 
delivered to Mr. Goodnight at Bosque Re- 
dondo and taken by him into Colorado. Once 
he wintered 9,000 head at a ranch that he 
had established near Pueblo, Colorado. Dur-

ing five years of this period of his life he 
did not stay at any place even one week, his 
longest stay anywhere being five days spent 
in Denver trying to collect some money that 
was due him. 

From Bosque Redondo north Mr. Good- 
night established two trails. At first he us- 
ed the government road that led him to Ra- 
ton Pass. Here the Legislature had given 
“Uncle Dick Wooten” permission to maintain 
two toll gates in return for which privilege 
he kept up road between them. Mr. Good- 
night considered the toll exorbitant and told 
“Uncle Dick” that he meant to find him a 
trail back through the mountains. The old 
man blustered awhile, saying that no route 
could be found through the mountains near- 
er than a hundred miles east, but Mr. Good- 
night’s determination made the tollgate 
keeper weaken. 

“Look here, young man,” he said, “you 
think that you are mighty fresh. But I’d 
lose every bit of my business if you found 
another trail. Come on back here and I will 
pass you free.” 

But Mr. Goodnight scouted on his way 
back and the next time he went north he 
traveled a route of his own. 

Leaving the Pecos at Bosque Redondo, he 
went directly north, crossing the Canadian 
River about fifteen miles above old Fort 
Bascomb, crossing creek after creek until 
he passed near what’ is now Dedman, N. M., 
crossing the Vega or Hay Meadow, the 
Frijole or Bean Creek, the “Picketwire” 
(common pronunciation of Purgatoire), 
crossed the Arkansas about twenty miles be- 
low Pueblo, crossed the South Platte, passed 
Cheyenne at the head of Crow Creek, and 
on to “Chugwater” in Wyoming. 

In 1875 he established the Goodnight East- 
ern Trail. Leaving the Pecos at the same 
place as in his western route, he turned 
northeast near what is now Tucumcari, pass- 
ed five miles below old Fort Bascomb, by 
Clayton, across Colorado to Laramie on the 
North Platte. 

What was accomplished by Mr. Good- 
night’s venturing into untried paths? Along 
this wav there trod the cattle that kept up 
the settlers of Colorado. All of the great 
West was stocked with Texas cattle and most 
of these followed the Goodnight Trail. Large 
herds were driven up this trail to Fort Lar- 
amie, then farther into Wyoming, Utah, Ore- 
gon and even to Fort Stockton, California, 
there to be distributed over the ranges.
